Jn  the  beginning y — Tht  first  motion  of  G«d  wai,  b«fi*iing  of  creatiom 
a&d  time,  God  created  the  heaven  and  the  earth, — created  meaQa  moved  mm- 
e«[ual  there  are  two  eternities  of  quite  opposite  natures, — light  and  darkness  ; 
light  is  a  hwy  flowing  eternity,  and  darkness  is  a  cold  frozen  eternity  ;  f  tu«

first  sxists  in  tka  last ;  and  by  unity  there  is  one  light  fiery  flowing  eternity  ; 
two  spsts  af  these  united  eternities  moved  unequal,  constitute  creation,  and 
two  effects  from  creatien  a  brilliant  ray,  and  a  deep  shadow  eonstitutes  day 
-  and  night ;  before  the  beginning  creation  was  equal,  and  void  of  all  created 
solidity  ;  in  the  beginning  God  was  in  it,  and  moved  it,  nn^  in  the  motion 
fastened  as  much  of  it  ns  did  move  in  less  space,  and  it  was  thereby  madn 
unequal,  and  thick  water,  X  part  of  which  was  the  heaven  and  the  earth,  and 
the  remaining  part  the  deep  spoken  of  in  the  next  verse.

t  Thess  eternities  are  substances  so  void  of  solidity,  that  they  resemble  spiritual^  substances,  and 
exist  unknovrn  to  the  inhabitants  of  earth  who  move  through  them, — as  it  is  written  in  the  third  verse 
of  the  eleventh  chapter  of  the  Hebrews,  *'  through  faith  we  understand  the  worlds  were  framed  by 
the  word  of  God,  so  that  things  which  are  seen  were  not  made  of  things  which  do  appear.”  Framed 
means  fixed  and  fastened  in  soRdity  ;  things  which  are  seen  were  thereby  made  solid,— not  of  things 
which  do  appear,  but  of  things  which  do  not  appear:  if  any  spot  of  air  b®  taken  from  any  spot  of. 
apace,  uncreated  light  and  darkness  will  still  eust  in  the  aupposad  vacuum,  and  being  .uncreated 
eternity,  it  cannot  hh  handled  or  seen.  .

t.  And  the  eartk  was  with^^Ut  Jorm ^  and  vrards  tell  th* 

•f  tk%  «artk  as  it  wai  er«tt«4  wid  axisted  by  the  first  motioii ;  by  the  fiiat 
■MtioM,  the  earth  was  water  it  pen  the  fac*  of  the  4eep,  aad  was  Toid  of  its 
appointed  selidity  as  solid  land^  unti  l  Moved  more  unequal*  by  the  second 
Motion. 


And  darkness  was  upon  tke  face  of  the  dcep.-^-Thiu  darkness  does  not 
Mean  the  night  ef  the  heaven  spoken  o/  in  the  eighteenth  verse  ;  f  thi& 
darkness  is  figuratively  spoken,  end  whether  it  be  with  the  word  void  figura¬ 
tively  or  plainly  understood,  it  means  the  same  as  the  word  void,  (if  it  bo 
figuratively  understood,  darkness,  as  it  is  figuratively  written,  it  means  void 
©f  light,  and  such  is  the  figurative  meaning  of  the  word  void,  if  it  be  plainly 
understood,  it  meane  void  of  solidity,!  and  such  is  the  plain  meaning  of  the 
word  void,)  and  tells  the  wanting  aolidity  of  the  firmament  the  sanie  as 
the  word  void  tells  the  wanting  solidity  of  the  earth ;  by  the  first  motion  the 
firmament  tvas  water,  upon  the  face  of  the  deep,  and  was  void  of  its  appointed 
solidity  as  solid  heaven,  until  moved  mere  unequal,  in  the  second  motion. 


‘  It  is  seen  that  "Moses  spoke  of  the  states  of  the  earth  and  the  heavsn'sepa- 
ratsly  ;  for  if  he  had-spoken  of  thelfh  together, and  said  And'^the  earth  and 
ike^  heaven  were  without  form  awd  and  the  spirit  of  God  moved  upm  the 
face  of  the  waitrsy  as  the  purpose  of  this  second  motion  was  to  'cause  that  to 
exist  which  Moses  had  been  tolling  did  not  exist,  it  Wduld  appear  as  if  both 
tbs  earth  and  the  heayou  wore  formed  by  ths  mption,,  and  consequently, 
when  he.wrjote  of  thf  formation  of  the  heqy^n^m  verse,  it  would

;  for  second  moti*>n  was  ih©  motion  Whicli'  finished 

tVic  creation  ot  tVie  ©«,rtli  and  tlie  iicaven,  it  could  not  have  been  seen  how  tlie 
heaven  was  created;  then. fore,  to  avoid  darkening  God’s  progressive  way, 
he  spoke  of  them  separately  ;  first,  he  spoke  of  the  earth,  saying,  it  was  w^th- 
©ui  form  and  void, —when  speakieg  these  w  ords,  he  only  sjxike,  of  that  water 
wliich  was  the  earth,  and  then  he  spoke  of  darkness  being  upon  the  fa«e  of 
the  deep,— in'  the  word  darkness  he  *poke  of  that  water  which  was  the  he a- 
ven,  but  did  not  pnt  the  word  form  t©  it  as  he  did  to  tho  earth,  because 
the  heaven  wa^.  not  formed  till  after  the  ditisioa;  the  same  two  sentences  are 
written  in  the  tweat  v  third  verse  of  the  fonrth  chapter  of  the  book  of  Jeremiah, 
and  the  same  distinction  observed,’  I  beheld  the  earth,  and  lo  !  it  was  without 
form,  and  void,  and  the  heavens,  and  tiiey  had  no  light, — tiiis  word  light  is 
figuratively  spoken,  it  plainly  means,  solidit}"  ;§  the  Prophet  beheld  the  ear^ 
without  foru,  and  void  of  solidity,  and  the  heavens,  and  they  had  no  solidity, 
and  the  Spirit  of  God  movedf  upon  the  face  of  the  waters,  and  tooved  the 
waters  of  the  earth  and  the  heaven  more  unequal,  and  made'  the  moving 
waters  power  and  solid  formed  earth,  and  solid  heaven. 


And  God  saitf,— this  was  not  a  voice,  after  G  pd  had  finished  the  creation 
of  the  heaven  and  the  earth,  his  will  was  that  there  should  be  light,  to  liglite|i 
the  earth,  and  he  moved  that  there  might  be  light  according  to  his  will.  Let 
there  he  light, — ^ihis  light  did  not  come  by  the  motion  of  the  Spirit  of-  jGod 
upbti  the  face  of  the  waters,  spoken  of  in  the  last  part  61  the  last  vefse;  fhisi 
verie  ls  a  verse  of  itself,  and  speaks  of  the  third  and  last  creating  motion  of 
God,  when  he  again  moved  a  spot  of  the  united  eternitiea  unequal,  and 
created  a  greater  light  than  the  heaven  and  the  earth  to  lighten  the  eartk, 
a,nd  there  was  light,  there  was  the  solid  heaven  and  earth  and  water  which, 
carpe  in  the  beginning,  and  in  the  second  motion  ef  the  Spirit  of  God,  upon 
the  faoe.  of  the  watera,  and, caused  darkmes*,  and  which  was  before  the  se¬ 
cond  li^ht  which,  lightens  the' earth  came. 

As  tije  waters  of  the  earth  and  the  heaven  moved,  they  increased  in'  solidity  as  they  decreased  in 
they  lost,  their  fluidity,  and' became  firm  eartk  and  heaven. 

Such  isi  the  plain  meaning  of  the  figurative  liglitstapoken'ef  in  the  third,  fourth-, -and  eigir- 
leeiith  verses, —  solidity  is  an  efleot;  an  1  void  of  solidity  is  a  defect;  as  light  is  wiperior  to  dark- 
and  as  darkness  is  iuferior  to  light, — so  solidity  is  superior  to  voidness,  and  voidness  inferior 
to  solidity  :  solidity  and  vo..duess  are  therefore  likfeued  to  and  figuratively  aalled  iiglit  and  ilarkaess. 


4.  And  God  Mm  the  light  that  it  was  good, — tbe  liglit  means  tlie  soKd 
'fcYeation  which  moved  into  solidity,  and  was  thereby  made  p<nver  in  God’s 
three  motions,  when  God  moved  cieation  he  was  in  it,§  God’s  motions were 
‘power,  and  by  iiis  motions  solid  substance  was  made  power  two  ways  . 

First,  it  became  power  to  iTiov«;  before  the  beginning  it  was  ec|ual, 
_and  no  part  of  it  being  greater  than  another,  it  d?d  not  move,  but  was  in  a 
state  of  rest, but  having  in  God’s  motions  gooe  into  solidity,  it  existed  in  le;ss 
.  space,  and  had  only  that  substance  to  overcome  that  was  equal  to  its  size, 
and  still  oontained  as  much  substance,  and  was  the  same  weight  as  when  in  a 
state  of,equality  it  was  thereby  made  power  to  move,  for  the  equal  being  less 
than  the  unequal,  was  not  sufhcient  to  support  its  weight;  solid  substance  is 
^therefore  power  according  to  its  inetjuaiity,  and  moves  according  to  its  power 
through  the  equal 

Secondly,  according  to  its  inequality  it  became  ppwer  to  lighten  the  earth, 
^And  God  divided  the  light  from  the  darkness  y — God  having  moved  creation 
into  solidity .{hrided  it  from  equal  uncreated  eternity. 

And  God  called  the  light  datfy — ^^this  light  means  an  effect  a  ray  causeff 
by  the  second  light. 

Vi  ^  .. 

"  And  the  darkness  he  called  night, — this  darkness  means  an  effsct  a  ihadov/, 
caused" by  the  solid  heaven  ;  before  the  heaven  was  created  solid  it  was  a 
darkness  by  being  less  than  its  appointed  solidity,  and  after  this  transient 
defect  ceased  to  exist,  and  it  appeared  in  its  appointed  solidity  ,  it  then  became 
the  cause  of  darkness. 

And  the  evening  ^nd  the  morning  were  the  first  day, — a  day  is  a  space  of 
time  between  <i  beginning  and  an  ending,  this  day  is  that  space  of  time  in 
which  God  by  his  motions  made  substance  power,  and  divided  It,  and  named 
its  effects, — the  naming  was  the  evening  or  ending,  and  the  first  ii^otion  was 
the  morning  or  beginning.

Let  there  he  lights — Before  the  solid  body  was  moved  unequal^  it  tilled  the 
blank  as  in  the  first  figure  ;  when  moved  unequal  it  increased  in  solidity  and 
brilliancy,  and  became  shining  as  it  decreased  in  space.

God  created  Creation  in  three  motieiii,  and  formed  and  fixed  it  in  three 
spaces  called  days. 

6 .  And  God  9aid  Let  there  be  a  Jirmament  in  the  midst  of  the  waters^ 
the  waters  mean  the  remaining  part  of  the  deep,  left  after  thh  hearen  and 
tha  earth  war#  taken  from  it;  before  the  creation  of  the  earth  and  the  heaven 
were  finished,  they  rested  upon  the  face  of  these  waters, — And  let  it  divide  the 
waters  from  the  waters^ — this  division  means  the  separation  of  the  seas  within 
the  heaven  from  the  waters  without. 

7.  And  God  made  the  firmament,  and  divided  the  waters  which  were 
under  the  firmament  from  the  waters  which  were  above  the  firmament:  and  it 
was  so, — -The  wordmada  means  formed  the  beginning  of  formation  was  the 
forming  of  the  heaven ;  God  formed  it  hollow,  and  laid  the  foundations  of  the 
earth,  and  formed  and  fixed  orbits  within?  it,  and  fixed  it  in  the  deep,  vast  waters 
every  way  encompass  it,  its  power  supports  the  worlds  within  it,  and  shelters 
them  from  the  waters  without ;  its  shadow  is  the  cause  of  darkness,  the  same 
as  if  a  house  or  any  substance  be  made  hollow,  and  without  doors  or  win- 
dows, — like  the  heaven  there  will  be  darkness  within, 

9.  And  God  said,  let  the  waters  under  the  heaven  he  gathered  together  unto 
one  'place,  and  let  the  dry  land  appear,  and  it  was  so* 

10.  And  God  called  the  dry  land  earth,  and  the  gathering  together  of  the 
waters  called  he  seas,  and  G  od  saw  that  it  was  good. 

As  the  earth  received  its  form  by  the  second  motion,  it  did  not  need  being 
formed  when  God  fixed  it  as  the  heaven,  and  the  lights  which  lighten  the 
earth  did ;  if  is  not  therefore  here  written,  that  God  made,  (which  means 
formed)  the  earth,  because  it  was  already  formed,  and  only  wanted  fixing. 

*  Where  the  word  made  refers  to  the  creation  of  substance,  it  means  made  solid  as  in  the  writings 
of  Paul  John. 


11.  And  God  said,  let  the  earth  bring  forth  gra$$^  the  herb  yielding  seed 
mud  the  fruit  tree  yielding  fruit  after  his  kind,  whose  seed  is  in  itself  upon  Hie  w 
earth,  and  it  was  so. 

12.  And  the  earth  brought  forth  grass  and  herb  yielding  seed  after  his  kind 

and  the  fmit  tree  yielding  fruit  whose  seed  was  in  itself  j  after  his  Aihdf  and 
God  saw  that  it  was  good,  ^  , 

13.  And  the  evening  and  the  morning  were  the  third  day, — the  space  of  ^ 
time  wherein  G©d  fixed  and  named  the  waters  and  the  land,  and  caused  the 

-  earth  to  bring  forth  fruit,  was  this  third  day. 

14. ^  ^  Awd  God  said  let  there  be  lights  the  firmament  (f  the  heaven  to  divide 
the  day  from  the  night,  and  let  them  be  for  signs  and  for  seasons,  and f of  days 
and  years. 

i5i  And  let  them  be  for  lights  in  the  firmament  of  the  heaven  to  give  ligkL 
upon  the  earth,  audit  was  so. 

I#.  And  God  made  two  great  lights,  the  greater  light  to  rule  the  day,  and 
the  lesser  light  to  mile  the  night,  he  made  ike  stars  also,

fopteentb  and  sixteenth  verses,  and  the  last  sentence,  and  the  thick  darkness 
spoken^9f  in  the  ninth  verse  of  the  thirty-eighth  chapter  of  Job,  are  effects 
cause4>f^y^vth|s^  figurative  light :  creation  is  divided  from  eternity  by  days 
and  years.  ^

It  is  seen  in  the  fourteenth  and  fifteenth  verses « that  God  formed  the  lights 

for  five  purposes ;  but  when  he  set  them  in  the  firmament  of  the  heaven,  he 

only  set  them  for  three  of  the  five  purposes  there  spoken  of,  because  at  the 

time  God  set  them  in  the  heaven,  there  was  no  winter  ;  when  God  created 

Creation,  the  light  was  in  the  darkness,  and  there  was  thereby  perpetual 

summer  throughout  all  creation,  and  the  earth  brought  forth  its, fruits  before 

the  Sun  was  fixed  in  the  heaven  ;  but  afterwards, ,v/heii  God  withdrew  the 

light  from  the  darkness,  it  became  subject  to  its  owia  piinciple,  hardness 
and  c#id,  and  winter  began,  and  the  earth  weeded  th«  Sun  to  give  power  to 

it  to  bring  forth  its  fruits ;  the  words  sigus  ii'd  seasons  are  therefore  not 

written  in  the  sixteenth,  seventeenth,  and  eighteenth  verses,  because  when 

G  od  set  the  lights  in  the  heaven  he  did  not  at  that  time  set  them  for  signs 

or  for  Slimmer,  but  because  he  saw  that  after  the  light  was  withdrawn  from  the 

darkness,  they  would  be  wanted  for  both  these  purposes ;  the  Sun  and  Stars 
are  not  all  light,  but  partly  light  and  partly  darkness ;  and  if  the  fiery  light 

now  ill  them  and  whieli  exists  in  aU  creatiaa  ware  withdrawn,  they  would  be 

dark  bodies,  and  would  with  all  creation  move  inta  original  equality  as  before 

the  beginning  ;  solidity  and  its  efficts,— day  and  night, — ^wauld  disappear, 
and  cieatioii  and  time  would  end. 

10.  A7id  the  evening  and  the  morning  were  t  fie  fourth  day, — the  space  of 
time  Vv  hereia  God  formed  the  lights  and  set  them  in  the  firmament  was  this 
fourth  day. — A?id  God  saw  that  it  was  good.

%ar6  and  doors  do  not  mean  the  banks  upon  tbe  sea  shore  after  God  had 
shut  up  the  sea  with  doors  he  made  hollow  the  decreed  place  which  he  before 
laid  for  the  sea,  and  set  bars  and  doors  to  cause  perpetual  motion,  and 
caused  the  waters  to  be  gathered^ to^^ther  ^tbe  high  tube ^  as  it  is  written 
IB  the  ninth  verse  of  the  hrstchaptW  of  .Gehcsis,—f‘  iAnd  God  said,  let  the 
waters  under  the  heaven  be  gathered  together  unto  one  place,”  and  then 
ifollows,  let  the  dry  land  appear,”  which  means  appear  fixed  above  the 
waters,  upon  its  foundation  ;  the  earth  is  fixed  upon  the  high  tube.
